Ralph Bellamy was teamed with 
Dinah in this stiff encounter. The 
setting was moved to Boston by 
writer Joseph Schrank, presuma­ 
bly to spare Miss Shore the ad­ 
ditional burden of acting with an 
English accent. 
It would have 
been a bigger favor if Schrank 
had turned the story into a musi 
cal and spared Dinah the burden 
of acting. 
Bellamy’s Work 
But while we willingly make a1 
lowances for Dinah's inexperience 
as an actor, what excuse can we 
offer for Bellamy’s work? 
Yet, in one w'ay, “ Brief En 
counter," displayed more courage 
than an earlier dramatic produc 
tion on NBC-TV “ Give Us Barab­ 
bas!’’ 
Henry Denker’s “ Hallmark Hill 
of Fame" play was noisy, unsat 
isfying and absorbing, all rolled 
together. In charting the course 
taken by a rogue as he discov­ 
ered his conscience and the mean­ 
ing of Got! the 90-minute produc­ 
tion 
focused 
on 
Barabbas, 
a 
thief and murderer, who was set 
free 
by 
the 
same 
mob 
that 
screamed for the death of Jesus. 
As 
Barabbas, 
James 
Daly 
opened as a snorting, cocky, sly 
combination of Gabby Hayti and 
James Cagney.
